This fact 
however, need not be accepted as furnishing any 
good reason why New York City should not dis- 
tinguish itself on Manhattan day, even though 
the attendance on that occasion should fall ma- 
terially short of 700,000. 

Times: Seven hundred thousand may be an ex- 
travagant estimate of the number of people who 
attended the World's Fair on Chicago day. But 
itis tolerably certain that, whether the crowd 
reached this limit or not, it was the greatest 
crowd that has ever been assembled in any place 
foraday’s holiday-making excepting only the 
crowds of over a million persons that witnessed 
the naval pageant and the street parades in New 
York last. October.

Sons of New York and Fair Officials Are 
Busy. 


Now that Chicago day is over World's Fair | 


directors are beginning to plan for Manhattan 
day. The Eastern metropolis has been given 
Oct. 21, and if it is not a big day here it will 
not be the fault of the Chicago management. 
Director Ferd. Peck started a plan yesterday 
which will probably be carried out 
as it meets the approval of President Higin- 
botham and Director-General Davis. Mr. 
Peck proposes to print 800,000 New York 
souvenir tickets, and 50,000 of the tickets 
will be sent with the compliments of the 
management for sale there. Chicago and the 
surrounding country will buy the rest. Mr, 
Peck said: 

**T would further favor giving them the 
floats if they desire them, but rehabilitated in 
such manner as to render them as impressive 
as they were on Chicago night. Compara- 
tively few people were able to see them, and 
there would be just as much interest in an- 
other night’s presentation as there wasin the 
first.”’ 

Director-General Davis said: 

** Certainly Iam in favor of helping boom 
New York day. We want the New-Yorkers to 
come here and see what has been dohe as 
much for their entertainment as for any other 
State. Besides that New York itself has built 
a manificent State pavilion and has handsome 
exhibits in the various buildings. It is aduty 


Gothamites owe their own State to come here | 


and see what has been done with the money 
of their people and how representative are 
their displays.” 

President Higinbotham said: We will give 
New York anything she wants. By all means 
let us have the New-Yorkers here and let them 
outdo Chicago if they can. We will contribute 
several hundred thousand people on that 
day.“ 

Sons of New Tork now in Chicago anx- 
fous to see if Chicago days record ‘ean be 
equaled or excelled. The rivalry between 
New York and Chicago is to be brought into 
active operation, and if all the efforts of those 
behind Manhattan day are brought into play 
it is believed Oct. 21 will be an exceedingly 
red day. S. G. Pratt, who arranged the order 
of the big Chicago day pageant, is a native 
New-Yorker, and has been retained to prepare 
another pageant for the people of Manhattan 
Island. Many floats built for Chicago day were 
not used, because the designer, William Wells, 
would not allow them to be used without the 
proper lights, and these the coutractors failed 
to secure. Jt is proposed by ex-Mayor Cre- 
gier, a Son of New York, to use these floats 
as well as those that appeared, and in this 
manner get up a pageant that will be equal in 
brilliancy to that of Chicago day. The Al- 
dermen who planned the program for “our” 
day are in sympathy with the New- Yorkers, 
and have signified their intention of offering 
them the Chicago day floats. What will be 
the Manhattan day program has not been de- 
cided yet, but the Sonsof New York are am- 
bitious and promise something extraordinary. 


TWO FISHERMEN DROWNED IN THEGALE

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PLAN ANOTHER RACE. 


OONTESTS FOR THE AMERIOA’S OUP 
ASSURED FOR NEXT YEAR. 


It Ie Felt the Valkyrie Will Be Defeated, 
‘Se Another Member of the Royal Yacht 
Club Has a Challenge Prepared—Vigi- 
lant to Be Sold After the Present Races 
Failure of a Provision Company=No 
Fear of Cholera Spreading=New York 
Notes. 

New Tonk, Oct. 10.—If the Valkyrie loses 
another race and the eighth maten for the 
America’s Cup, as it is now conceded it will, 
another challenge for the tropby will be of- 
fered; the race to be sailed next season. It 
will not come from Lord Dunraven or any- 
body conneeted with him, but from an En- 
glish yachtsman whose name the Earl now 
has in his possession. 

That is the sum and substance of a state- 
ment made by H. Maitland Kersey today. Mr. 
Kersey is the representative in this country 
of Lord Dunraven. He was seen in his of- 
fice shortly before noon. 

When asked if he had heard ofany new 
challenge in the event of the Valkyrie’s de- 
feat he admitted that he had. 

** Will Lord Dunraven be the challenger?” 

No, hardly.“ 

„ Will it be the Emperor of Germany?” 

„Quite unlikely.” : 

„Who will be the challenger, then?” 

* Lor Dunraven knows his name; I do 
not.’

This is all that Mr. Kersey would say on the 


question. A challenge for next season will 


have to reach the New York Yacht club before 
Jan. 1 next in obedience to the ten months’ 
notification clause of the new deed of gift. 


Vigtiant to Be Sold. 

The syndicate which built the Vigilant held 
a meeting at which it was decided that at the 
close of contest for the America’s Cup 
the gallant defender of the coveted trophy 
should be offefed at private sale, and that if 
she is not purchased at private sale 
within a limited time she shall be sold 
at public auction to the highest bidder. 
The original amount subscribed by the syn- 
dicate to build and run the Vigilant was 
$100,000, which, it was then thought, would 
be sufficient for building the yacht and to de- 
fray the running expenses till the close of the 
contest. This amount, however, was all ex- 
pended before the trial races were begun and 
it was found necessary to assess the members 
of the syndicate heavily in order to keep the 
yacht in commission till the close of the in- 
ternational races. 


Damage to Vigtlant Repaired. 

The third race in the international match will 
be saied to-morrow. The Vigilant was fitted 
with a new bowsprit this afternoon and will 
be ready for another tilt with the enemy in the 
morning. Hard work was required to accom- 
plish this. The work was finished between 4 
and 5 o’clock, when sail was made and the yacht 
went down the bay to stretch the rigging in 
place. It returned in about an hour, and 
word was sent ashore that everything was sat- 
isfactory and that it would be at the line on 
time tomorrow morning. : 

C. Oliver Iselin during the day said that the 
trouble with the bowsprit was discovered 
about three miles from the first mark, and, 
though measures were at once taken to re- 
lieve the injured part from as much strain as 
possible, the stick had to be constantly 
watched and canvas reduced accordingly. 
The Valkyrie people appeared somewhat dis- 
appointed if not downhearted today. Some 
of the crew were ashore but had little to say, 
though one of them ventured the remark in 
answer toa question: We never had such a 
boat as the Vigilant to sail against in En- 
gland. At the New York Yacht club this 
afternoon a notice was posted that there 
would be no postponement of the race. This 
was pleasing intelligence tothe many mem- 
bers who called, and tickets for the club 
steamer St. Johns were in great demand. 

It was understood in the highest yachting 
circles today that those controlling the keel 
yacht Colonia, built as a cup defender but 
defeated in the trial races, would be willing 
to race the Valkyrie immediately after the 
America’s cup races are over, The yacht is 
laid up in Brooklyn, but could be put in sail- 
ing trim in forty-eight hours. Capt. Hank 
Haff, it is said, would like to test the speed of 
his boat against Lord Dunraven’s craft, 
American keel against British keel. If the 
race is ever made the friends of the Colonia 
will stand ready to wager a great deal of 
money, 

It was rumored today that one of the Vig- 
flant syndicate will win from $8,000 to 510, 
000 if the bronze boat takes the race today. 
Other friends of the craft have also made 
many bets and will be in good hamor when 
the Valkyrie is again beaten, 

A subscription dinner by members of the 
New York Yacht club, it is reported, is in 
progress of arrangement and will likely be 
given in about ten days orso. Lord Dun- 
raven will be among the guests. 

Receiver for IL. 4 C. Wise Company. 

On the application of David L. Wise and 
Marcus Wise, stockholders, and Charles W. 
Cartier and Simon Goldenberg, creditors, 
Levi Samuels was today appointed by Judge 
Lacombe receiver under a $25,000 bond for 
the L. 4 C. Wise company. The com- 
pahy was organized in August, 1892, 
under the laws of New Jersey, with a capital 
of $250,000 for the purpose of buying and 
selling bodts, shoes, and rubbers. The two 
complainants say Wise owns 286 of the 2,500 
shares. The company has stock valued at 
$40,000, real estate in New Jersey valued at 
$20,000, and open accounts due from retail- 
ers throughout the country amounting, as is 
affirmed, to $80,000. The company’s debts 
for goods bought and money lent, falling due 
daily, exceed $100,000. 

Doctors in an Inky Wrangle. 

The doctors of New York are laughing 
over the war that ex-Surgeon-General Will- 
iam A. Hammond of Washington is waging 
against Ernest Hart, the editor of the Brit. 
ish Medical Journal. And the most amus. 
ing element in the controversy is that Dr. 
Hammond is trampling the Englishman in 
the di ist (or advertising himself and violating 
the medical code of ethics. Mr. Hart came 
to America several weeks ago to attend the 
Pan-American Medical Congress, and is now 
in New York. In his speeches Mr. Hart ge. 
verely criticises the American custom of in- 
terviewing medical men and otherwise in. 
fringing on professional propriety. Dr. Ham- 
mond’s wrath was aroused, and he wrote a 
fiery letter to the New York Medical Journal 
in which he attacked Mr. Hart.

STEPS TAKEN AGAINST REMOVAL OF 
FIRE OYOLORAMA. 


of the Parks, Where It Could Be Placed 
on ExhibitionAnother Plan Proposed 
Is to Make It the Center of Attraction 
for New Columbian Museum Historical 
and architectural Accuracy of the Great 
Panorama. 


Down on Michigan avenue stands the cyclo- 
rama of the Chicago fire. It has been there 
for eighteen months, Now it is proposed to 
remove it to London, and, with the prospect 
of losing it, Chicago people are beginning to 
wakeup to its value. Within the last few 
days a movement has been started which may 
result in keeping the great picture perma- 
nently in the city. In a general way, so far 
as the plan has crystallized, it is proposed thata 
fireproof brick building should be built in one 
of the city parks where the cyciorama could 
be set up and thrown open to the public free 
of charge or atanominal admission fee. 
Another suggestion is that the new Columbian 
Museum oculd do no better than to buy the 
painting as a center about which other feat- 
ures might well be grouped. The West Park 
Board has something like $100,000 on hand 
it is proposed to spend in providing some at- 
traction for the West Park system, and it is 
here pointed out that by securing the Chicago 
Fire they would have a formidabie rival to 
the zoo at Lincoln Park and the vast flower 
gardens on the South Side. 

When Howard H. Gross, the proprietor of 
the cyclorama, conceived the idea he first set 
about collecting historical data. It took him 
more thana year. He got together 8,500 


with some 1,300 people who themselves 
passed through the awful days of 71 and 
were eyewitnesses of their terrors. Then he 
was ready to put his artists to work. Mr. 
Gross said: 


Before we got done we spent about $126,000 in 
cash besides putting in many months of hard 
work. When it was finished I could takea sur- 
vivor of the fire up on this platform and defy him 
to point out a single detail which was not his- 
torically and architecturally accurate. Take the 
old United States Marine Hospital down there 
out of which men are carrying de patients. 1 
could find no drawing or picture of the building 
and I spent three months interviewing people 
who had been familiar with it. At the end 
that time I ran across a man who had an old

RAILROAD TRAFFIC VERY HEAVY. 


Incoming Traffic Is Within 25 Per Cent of 
the Outgoing- Depot Scenes. 

Although there was a tremendous exodus of 
persons from the city yesterday, the hundreds 
of thousands of visitors who came here for 
Chicago day have not gone away. There are 
yet seven or eight days before the date on 
which their excursion tickets expire, and a 
large number will remain till the limit is 
reached, 


All the inbound trains on the Lake Shore 
road yesterday were heavily laden, one ex- 
cursion train from Toledo coming in 


two sections. During the next few 
days excursion trains are scheduled to 
arrive on this line from Buffalo, one 


from Toledo, and four from points in Michi- 
gan. Several other epecials are down to ar- 
rive during the remainder of the month. 
Supt. A. B. Newell said the round trip tickets 
for one fare were taxing all the facilities of 
the road. The through trains which went out 
yesterday were in two and three sections. 
Mr. Newell estimated the exodus was greater 
than the influx of passengers by 25 per cent, 

On the Grand Trunk nearly every regular 
train came in double. Trains went out in 
three sections in nearly every instance and all 
were heavily laden. For every hundred per- 
sons going out seventy-five came in. 

The St. Louis train, on the Wabash road, 
arrived in two sections; the outgoing St. 
Louis train at 9 p. m., in three. One special 
train with a party for the Canadian Pacific 
road went out at 1:30 p. m. On the Eastern 
lines of the Wabash the travel both ways is 
heavy. 

The Chicago and Eastern [Illinois said it 
was bringing in nearly as many passengers as 
were going out. Extra cars are tacked on all 
the regular trains that do not happen to come 
in in at least two sections. 

The Pullman Palace Car company has all 
of its equipment in service and could not at- 
tend to any more business, 

Nothing but regular trains went out on the 
Rock Island, but they were loaded down. The 
incoming trains had full complements. 

The trainmasters of the Illinois Central and 
Michigan Central lines have had hardly any 
sleep the last few days. There have been such 
strings of trains in the yard that not a single 
train came in.or went out in anything like 
reasovable time, and it is said it is not expect- 
ed to restore the regular order of things for 
several days to come. 

On the Baltimore and Ohio outward-bound 
traffic yesterday was considerably greater than 
the incoming, though the latter was in excess 
of ordinary days. The two morning trains 
were each in two sections, bringing forty-seven 
cars and about 525 persons, one train 
being from Columbus and one from New 
York. The outward-bound evening train was 
in two sections, and the night train in three, 
both heavily laden. 

The night train out on the Wisconsin Cen- 

tral was composed of two sections, with twen- 
ty-five cars in all. The — r — trains, morn- 
ing and evening, were well filled. 
“The Chicago and Great Western limited, 
leaving at 6 p. m., was in two sections, with 
twenty-four cars in all, and carried a full 
complement. The inward bound trains had 
extra coaches and were well patronized. 

Eight hundred and thirty passenger coaches 
arrived at and departed from the Grand Cen- 
tral Station Monday and 360 yesterday. 

The Union Depot was densely packed be- 
tween 4:30 —— 6 p. m. yesterday, when 
most of the regular trains depart, and the out- 
going suburban traffic is the heaviest. Over 
1,800 persons were present. The St, Paul 
sent out its last harvest excursion, there be- 
ing nearly 200 persons on board. One or 
more extra coaches were attached to all 
trains sent out, and, though several trains 
were of — or more sections, there were no 
extra trains.

GENERAL CONDITION OF CORN IS LOWER 


October Returns on Grain and Cotton to 
the Department of Agriculture, 

Wasninaton, D. C., Oct. 10.—The October 
returns to the Statistician of the Department 
of Agriculture make the general condi 
tion of corn 75.1, against 76.7 for last 
month and 79.8 for October, 1892. 
This off in condition is the 
result of the continued drought which 
has prevailed since June, and was not broken 
in the corn belt until the latter end of Sep- 
tember. The averages of condition in the 
corn-producing States are as follows: Ohio, 
70; Indiana, 61; Illinois, 66; Iowa, 93; 
Missouri, 89; Kansas, 64; Nebraska, 65. 

The returns of the yield per acre of wheat 
indicate a production of about 11.3 bushels, 
being 1.7 bushels less than last October’s 
estimate. Therate of yield for Indiana is 
14.2; Illinois, 11.4: Wisconsin, 13.3; Iowa, 
11.5: Missouri, 9.5; Michigan, 13.0; Minne- 
sota, 9.1. The highest rate of yield is in the 
New England, Eastern, extreme Western, and 
mountain States. and lowest in the central 
West and Southern States. The small yield is 
the result of the general drought. The States 
reporting the lowest average as to quality are: 
Kentucky, 86; Illinois, 80; Wisconsin, 85; 
Iowa, 83; Missouri, 73; Kansas, 75; Ne- 

braska, 84. 

The average yield of oats as consolidated 
is 28.5 bushels, against 24.3 last year. The 
last report of condition was 74.9, against 
78.9 the same month last year. The av 
of the estimated State yields of rye is 13. 
against 12.7 last year. The average yield of 
barley is 21.7. against 23.7 last year. 

The condition of buckwheat is 

nst 77.5 last month and 85.6 Oct. 
1892. The condition of potatoes is given at 
71.2, a loss of only six-tenths of a point since 


last report. 

The condition of tobacco has improved 
slightly over last month, being 74.1 against 
72.8 last month.

Activity of Socialists, 

Another embarrassment which confronts 
the government at this juncture is the grow- 
ing boldness of the Socialists, The Socialist 
party has of late increased alarmingly in 
numbers and importange, Its activity in or- 
ganizing meetings in behalf of universal 
suffrage has greatly annoyed the government 
officials, An effort was made to mark the 
eve of the meeting of the Reichsrath by the 
most imposing demonstration of this kind 
yet achieved, and that the attempt was suc- 
cessful may be inferred from the fact that a 
total of no less than 20,000 people attended 
the sixteen universal suffrage meetings which 
were held in various parts of Vienna last 
night. The speeches were of a less violent 
character than had been anticipated, but reso- 
lutions of a therough-going character, declar- 
ing in favor of the unlimited franchise, were 
adopted at all the meetings amid great enthu- 
einem. ‘These resolutions aver that the ques- 
tion at issue is a vital one, and warn the gov- 
ernment not to disregard the voice of two- 
thirds of the population, and declare that any 
delay on the part of the Austrian parliament 
in granting the extension of the franchise will

The Federation of Coal Mine Owners at a 
meeting in Derby today decided that it was 
impossible for the masters to acquiesce in the 
proposition adopted at yesterday’s conference 
of Mayors that work be resumed at the old 
wages and that an endeavor be made after- 
ward to settle the dispute. Resolutions were 
adopted declaring that the owners, while hold- 
ing that the state of trade warrants a reduc. 
tion of 25 per cent, are desirous of terminat- 
ing the distress and removing the deadlock in 
trade, and are willing to reopen the pits the 
15th inst. at the present reduction of 15 per 
cent, to reinstate the men as far as possible, 
and to meet delegates ot the miners at an 
early date with the view of trying to estab- 
lish a tribunal of conciliation empowered to 
deal with fature wage questions. The owners 
also adopted a vote of thanks to the Mayors, 
in deference to whom they say they make 
this concession to the men.

TO DISCUSS TRACK ELEVATION REPORT. 


Aid. McGillen Calls a Meeting of the Spe- 
cial Committee Municipal News. 

Ald. McGiller has called a meeting of the 
Council Special Committee on Track Eleva- 
tion for tomorrow afternoon to consider the 
report of Consulting Engineer Ellers on the 
joint elevation of the tracks of the Pennsyl- 
vania and Western Indiana roads. Repre- 
sentatives of the Northwestern and Burling- 
ton have been usked to be present. A meet- 
ing of the directors of the Western Indiana 
will be held today to consider the question of 
track- elevation. It is probable the 
directors will invite an expression of 
views from Mayor Harrison, Engineer Ellers, 
and Corporation Counsel Kraus.

There is one on 
Judge Goggin’s call which may be reached in 
ten days. This will settle the liability of the 
railroads for damages on account of viaduct 
construction.

There are many men in Chicago today who, 
as boys, witnessed And still remember the 
calamity that overtook the city twenty-two 
years ago. There are doubtless not a few 
whose minds, as they sat down to breakfast 
last Monday morning, turned back to those 
stirring scenes that made the morning of the 
great fire a never-to-be-forgotten one, even to 
small boys, and the excitement of which 
broke ein upon so many peaceful family cir- 
cles. One man who “saw Chicago burn 
thus recalls his boyish impressions of the 
fateful day: 

Monday morning, Oct. 9, 1871, 1 was late 
to breakfast. ai 

„Johnny,“ said my father as I took my 
seat at the table, have you had your run! 

I meekly owned up that I hadn’t. It was a 
standing rule that I must get up an appetite 
by running at least once around the house be- 
ore breakfast. I offered, by way of excuse, 
that I had all the appetite I needed. But he 
was firm. and out I went, a much-abused boy. 
Ten seconds later I burst into the dining- 
room, | . 

“©,” I yelled, “*‘ Frank and Will Waite are 
out here and they say Chicago isall burned 
up. The water-works and the Court-House 
and everything’s gone.“ 

John,“ said my father, tell those Waite 
boys to go home and stop telling such stories. 
Then sitdown and eat your breakfast. The 
water-works and the Court-House are miles 
apart, with the river between them. The 
idea! It's impossible.“ 

Nevertheless, father didn’t say any more 
about running round the house. I noticed 
that he finished his breakfast in short order. 
He didn’t wait for the man to bring round his 
horse and buggy, but went ‘to the barn him- 
self. Ashe drove by the house he waved his 
hand encourag‘ngly to mother, but as I shut 
the big gate behind him he touched up the 
gray trotter with his whip and went up Lake 
avenue at a 2:40 gait. 

We lived on the lake shore at Forty-seventh 
street. Lake avenue is the old Michigan City 
stage road around the head of the lake. In 
1871 Kenwood didn’t look much as it does 
now; it was regarded as beyond the jumping- 
off place—way out in the country. Father's 
law office was in the Fullerton Building, Nos. 
92-94 Dearborn street, and he drove back and 
forth every day. Of course we knew all about 
the big lumber-yard fire of Saturday night 
and the glow of the sky Sunday night was id 
to 


I went to school as usual that Monday 
morning. I was 12 years old, and it was my 
first year in the old Hyde Park High School 
at Lake avenueand Fiftieth street. Exercises 
were begun as usual at o'clock. When we 
were let out for the morning recess 
vehicles of all kinds were ur- 
ing south on Lake avenue. We children 
did not play ** peal away and “sting goal’ 
that recess: Instead, we stood and stared 
with all our eyes at the strange procession 
that was passing. There were carriages filled 
with people who wept and gesticuiated and 
wrung their hands; with people who looked 
to be dying and even dead; with people 
in all stages of dress and undress. 
They were mostly women and children and 
they were disheveled and dirty, forlorn, de- 
spairing, and frantic. All sorts of things were 
piled in and on these carriages—clothing, 
bedding, trunks, furniture. There were ex- 

ress wagons and every kind of vehicle—even 
— lated every one had its load of passen- 
gers, household goods, or both. The — 
were in a lather of sweat. There were men, 
women, and children on foot and they, too, 
were loaded down with all sorts of salvage 
from the flames. 

And to the north, citywards, a great pall of 
smoke had blotted out all the sky, and was 
peas larger, and denser, and blacker every 

tant. 

When the bell rang we went back to our 
desks. But the excitement of a great calami- 
ity was in the air. Study and recitation were 
— The principal dismissed school 
and told us to go home as fast as we could. I 
needed no urging. I started as fast as my 
legs could carry me. Great as was my haste 
i could not but stop now and then to stare at 
people and things in the strange and piteous 

rocession. I meta man whom I knew. His 

was down. Lasked him if my father's 
office had been burned. id: 

Lord. yes; hours ago.” 

At this I broke into a run for home. I felt 
as if | ought to do something to show that I 
was almost a man grown, At every house I 
passed the women were out of doors looking 
citywards and waiting for news, Often they 
were down at the gate asking questions of the 
fleeing and offering sympathy and aia. 

Shortly after noon father drove in. He 
pulled up in front of the house, instead of 
driving to the barn. We clustered around 
him. He was black with dust and soot. Was 
he burned out? He supposed so; everything 
down-town seemed to be gone. He not 
been able to force his way farther north than 
Sixteenth street to find out. 

Go and look in the flour barrel,“ said he 
to my motber, and see what else there is in 
the house. I don't know when we'll be able 
to get anything more.“ 

Mother went with a troubled face and came 
back to say that the barrel was nearly full, and 
that there was enough else to keep us from 
starving for several days. With that he turned 
to drive out and we saw that the back of his 
little road wagon was full of something done 
up inbrown paper, Mother asked him where 
he was going and what he had in his buggy. 

“All that's left of the Fourth National 
Bank,“ he replied, and I’m going to put it 
in the safe at the Hyde Park Hotel.“ 

But suppose somebody should try to,“ 
began my brother. 

Don't worry,” interrupted he, nobody 
would suspect a brown paper bundle, and 
I’ve got this“ —here he partly rose and lift- 
ing the cushion on the seat showed the glint 
of a revolver. 

When he got back he told us that just as he 
had given up trying to force his way beyond 
Sixteenth street he had met Chauncey T. 
Bowen on foot with a big bundle in his 
arms. 

For heaven’s sake take this bundle,“ said 
Bowen, and put it where it'll be safe, It's 
all that’s left of the Fourth National, and for 
all I know every cent there is left in Chicago. 
We got it out early this morning and the fire’s 
been chasing it all day. It’s been in four 
different safes already, I’m sick of the job.“ 

That night we all went to the lake shore. 
The shore curves like a string bow between 
Forty-seventh and Randolph streets, and the 
distance is just six miles by the Illinois Cen- 
tral mile posts. Everybody in the neighbor- 
hood was there, and we sat till long after mid- 
night and watched Chicago burn. Every 
spectator had something at stake; not one 
but had property, or livelihood, or relatives, 
or all at the mercy of the flaines. More than 
once I shivered with actual bodily terror lest 
the fire should jump and shrivel me where I 
sat—full five miles away. I remember that 
when a man said: * Thank God for the lake: 
else that fire would burn up the world,“ i 
thought he was a fool not to know that it 
would jump sixty miles of water clear to the 
Michigan shore, I remember that I was sick 
with the horror of the thing one minute and 
the next as full of admiration as a 5-year-old 
over Fourth of July fireworks. I suppose it 
was so, more or less, with every one on the 
shore that night. I remember people crying 
and shouting and doing all sorts of extrava- 
gant things. But the fascination of that 
sight of a century neld us in ay iron grip, I 
remember that I was finally taken home b 
force. And by way of anti-climax I 
nightmare that was no worse than the reality 
and fought fire and fled from fire till broad 
daylight. 

After things cooled down a trifle I used to 
go every Saturday and dig in the ruins for 
relics. Once I found what I supposed was a 
handful of smoke-stained diamonds. They 


never know what the conditions in the future 
may be. All I can say is that the evident re- 
sult would be that I should not be Prime Min- 
ister.

CHINA PLEADS FOR AN EXTENSION. 


It Wants More Time for Registration and 
Modification of Geatry's Law. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 10.—It seems 
Senator Dolph of Qregon was misinformed 
when he stated point biank in the Senate 
yesterday that the Chinese Government had 
not asked for an extension of time for 
Chinese residents of the United States to 
register under a modified form of the Geary 
act. Senators from the Pacific coast were in- 
formed today that the new Chinese Minister 
had, in the name of his government, given 
distinct assurances that if some of the offen- 
sive features of the Geary law were 
modified, and the time for registraticn 
were extended, Chinese residents in the 
United States would endeavor to comply 
with the registration provisions. It was upon 
this understanding that the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the Attorney-General recently lo id 
their heads together in the production of the 
pending McCreary modification of the Ever- 
ett Chinese bill. When that bill has been en- 
acted into law it ie understood the Six Com- 
panies will be directed by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to withdraw all opposition to Cni- 
nese registration, and both governments will 
work in accord in restricting Chinese immigra- 
tion into the United States. Now that both 
governments have reached a basis of agree- 
ment, it is confidently expected that restraints 
mutually acceptable will be placed#n Chi- 
nese immigration in the future, and that there 
will be very little necessity for deportation 
under any exclusion act.

A revolution in modern methods of heating fire 


is predicted by an eminent European scien- 
tist as the result ofa principle recently ap- 
plied to practical firing. It is to use fuel only 
in pulverized form, whereby almost the entire 
heating power can be obtained from the coal 
and not a particle of smoke be produced. 

Prof. Frans Schwackhoefer is commissioned 
by the Austrian Government to study the 
brewing trade at the World’s Fair and is 
stopping in this city at the present time. Ile 
has some quite revolutionary ideas in regard to 
heating furnaces in general which involve the 
question of smokeless combustion in a man- 
ner that ought to interest Chicago and the 
Society for the Prevention of Smoke. 

Prof. Schwackhoefer has made the matter of 
heating a study for the last twenty years. In 
his capacity as government professor in a 
scientific school at Vienna, also as director of 
the scientific station for brewing at that piace, 
he has had ample opportunities for making 
the most exhaustive researches. 

The professor proceeds at once to place his 
argument on an altogether different basis 
from that taken by most of the engineers who 
have been publicly identified with the ques- 
tion of the suppression of smoke. Naturally, 
this question is secondary in his remarks, but 
the absence of smoke is so necessary a cor- 
rollary perfect combustion that 

be spoken of 

, then states 

that the loss of heat from imperfect combus- 
tion has generally been much overestimated, 
even by engineers and specialists; that the 
loss of heat by radiation also is not so large 
as has been imagined, but that by far the 
greatest loss is occasioned by the escape of the 
hot gases andair through the smokestack. 

The automatic stokers, shaking grates. 
steam jets, even the down-draft furnaces the 
professor condemns as imperfect. He * 
that our modern grate firing is one of 
most imperfect technical institutions that 
can be imagined. Every form of combustion, 
says he, requires a certain amount of air over 
and above what is necessary to supply the 
oxygen needed to enter into chemical combina- 
tion with the burning body. It should be the 
aim to keep down this excess of air as it will 
rush through the fire chamber and escape 
through the smokestack, carrying off a large 
amount of heat. Where gas fuel is used 
about one and one-quarter to one and one- 
half times the amount of air must be ad- 
mitted that is theoretically necessary to con- 
sume the fuel. Where solid fuel is used, as in 
ail our grate furna a much larger excess 
of air is required, as the mixture with the air 
of the combustible gases given off by the coal 
in the process of distillation cannot be so in- 
timate as where gas fuel is supplied, so 
large quantities uf air leave the furnace without 
being utilized. Hence the importance of re- 
ducing the size of the coal and the necessity 
of careful firing; that is, spreadi the coal 
on the grate in an even bed, as air will 
—— through the bare parts of the 
grate or where the bed of coal is thin, seeki 
the line of least resistance, whereas most o 
the air is really required where the coal lies 
thickest. In this way imperfect combustion 
and the formation of smoke and soot will be 
promoted. Asa matter of fact, — gen- 
erally occupy a low stage of mechanical de- 
velopment with respect to firing for heating 
purposes. Millions are wasted every year in 
this direction. It is known theoretically that 
it is possible to utilize 80 to 90 per cent of 
the heat in coal, yet only 60 to 65 per cent, or 
even less, is used. 

Grates Must Be Abandoned, 


It is necessary to abandon entirely primitive 
grate fires and replace them by a technically 
perfect arrangement. 

Efforts have been made in this direction, 
but have not been generally successful. Gas 
fuel has been in some industries, but 
the most important, and by far the most ex- 
tensive, mode of heating—namely: by steam 
boilers, remains almost as primitive as ever. 

It was only within a year’ or so that a new 
idea was advanced. which has so far stood 
every test with such remarkable success that 
Prof. Schwackhoefer does not hesitate to pre- 
dict that it will b about a complete revo- 
lution of the prevailing systems of firing. 
This is the employment of finely distributed 
coal—coal dust. 

The process consists in pulverizing coal into 
the finest particles and blowing it into the 
fire chamber in a fine spray by means of ven- 
tilator fans, which agitate the air through 

ipes in such a manner that it carries the coal 
dust with it and becomes intimately mixed 
with it before entering the fire chamber. 
There is no grate, no lump coal. Every little 
particle of coal comi in contact with air 
there is no waste of fuel, no imperfect com- 
buation. The flow of air being regulated ac- 
cording to the amount of fuel to be burned 
there need be no unnecessary excess of air, 
hence the loss of heat —— through the 
smokestack will be much reduced. Any kind 
of coal, even 1 can be used, and, in 
fact, are almost as valuable as the best coal. 
The fire can be easily regulated, interrupted, 
and started, just like gas fuel. But coal dust 
has this advantage over gas fuel, that the en- 
tire heati power of the coal is utilized, 
whereas in production of gas a considera- 
bie amount is lost in the generator. It is 
claimed that even a smokestack is not neces- 
sary where coal dust is used for fuel. 

Prof. Schwackhoefer thinks coal dust is the 
fuel of the future. It only requires, says he, 
the perfection of some technical details which 
are not yet fully developed, but this will be 
a matter of short time. The loss of heat 
by the escape of hot air and gases some- 
times is as low as 6 to 12 per cent, but 
more generally from 20 to 40 = cent. 
Imperfect combustion, on the o hand, 
which includes the escape of combustible 
gases, flying soot, and the loss of coal in the 
coal pit, causes a much smaller loss of heat, 
except only the loss in the ash pit. Where coal 
is used which will cake this loss may be quite 
considerable, the ashes and clinkers some- 
times containing 40 to 60 per cent of good 
coal. Theloss by the escape of combusti- 
ble gases does not ex 2 r cent, 
and the same ure about indicates the 
limit of loss by smoke and soot. 
The reason why this loss is overrated, 
says the professor, is probably that the smoke 
is visible whereas the source of the greatest 
loss—namely: the excess of air is invisible. 
Loss from radiation amounts to 3 to 0 
per cent. Prof. Schwackhoefer states that 
engineers of the Austrian Steam Boiler compa- 
ny made tests under his directions, on about 
1,000 steam boilers with the result that the 
effective use of the coal has been increased by 
10 to 30 per cent. 

Would Lessen Smoke. 


If the dust fuel really performs what the 
Austrian professor claims for it, there is every 
reason to believe that it would be a great im- 
provement unless the practical difficulties 
should be found to make its use undesirable, 
From the point of view of smoke prevention 
the idea is certainly worth an experiment. 
The Society for the Prevention of Smoke 
might do well to look into the matter. Many 
steam users have claimed that it is impossibie 
to burn soft coal and make no smoke. Many 
devices have been introduced and some ap- 
parently worked satisfactorily in this direc- 
tion. But when the question was put to Prof. 
Schwackhoefer in conversation he stated that 
he did not think there was any practical way 
of preventing smoke, as all devices had proved 
more or less deficient or had dra that 
made their generai use impracticable. Dust 
fuel, in his opinion, is the only absolute pre- 
ventive that entails no sacrifice on the part of

TUCKER BILL PASSED. 


UNHOLY ALLIANOE OF THE DEMO- 
ORATS AND POPULISTS. 


They Vote to Expunge the Election Laws, 
Thus Truckling to Tammany and the 
Southern Brigadiers=—W eadock of Mich- 
igan Supports the Republican Cause of 
a Free and Fair Ballot—Chicago Con- 
gressmen te Discuss the Postoffice Ruin 
Today=—Pension Report. 

Wasuiveror, D. C., Oct. 10.—[Special.]— 
One Democrat—Weadock of Michigan—voted 
with 100 Republicans today against the re- 
peal of the Federal elections bill introduced 
by another Democrat, Tucker of Virginia. 
Runners had been busy in the Democratic 
camp for several days past, and out of 356 
members of thé House, 301 answered to their 
names on the final roll call and passage 
of the bill. There had been a couple of pre- 
liminary skirmishes before this result was 
reached—first on the Burrows amendment, the 
vote for which was 102 ayes, against 198 
noes; and secondly, the Lacey substitute, for 
which 96 Republicans were recorded in the 
affirmative and 192 conglomerates in the 
negative. f 

So anxious were the conglomerates to wipe 
out the election laws that they objected to 
certain statutes bemg read explanatory of 
votes which members of the House would be 
expected to cast. It was a cut and dried 
program and no disposition was manifested 
on the part of the majority to allow any 
obstacles to hinder their progress. Renegade 
Fitch of New York, anxious to show his devo- 
tion to his new Democratic allies, was 
the first objector to the reading of 
the revised statutes, but a sense of shame 
finally overeame him and he was induced to 
withdraw his opposition to the suggestion of 
Mr. Burrows of Michigan that probably some 
members of the House would like to know 
what they were voting upon. Fitch wanted a 
little notoriety but his new Democratic allies 
did not seem very anxious to give it to him, 
and he was consigned to the obscurity to 
which he belongs very promptly. He bobbed 
up in, however, before the vote was taken 
on final passage of the Tucker bill to 
withdraw his substitute, which had been sat 
down upon almost unanimously at the Demo- 
cratic caucus evening. 

Objectionable Feature Overlooked. 

Some of the members of the House had a 
pretty A jenn: laugh, after the vote had been 
reached and the bill passed, when they discov- 
ered that in their eagerness to pass the ob- 
noxious measure — had omftted some of 
the most objectionable features of the exist- 
ing statutes. They found consolation, how- 
ever, in the fact that when the bill ‘goes over 
to the Senate it may be amended so as to 
better out the views of the majority.

PLANNING FOR A NEW POSTOFFICE. 


The Chicago Delegation to Consider Today 
Some Important Questions. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 10.—[Special.]— 
There will be a meeting of the Chicago dele- 
gation tomorrow to consider the subject of 
additional postal facilities and a new public 
building for the lake city. It is quite likely 
that the bill introduced by Mr. McGann will 
meet the views of the delegation. His propo- 
sition is to authorize the Secretary of tne 
Treasury to erect upon the present Postoffice 
site a fireproof building for the use of the 
Postoffice, United States Courts, United States 
Subtreasury, United States Collector, and 
other offices of the government not otherwise 
provided for. This buildimg is to be con- 
structed to occupy all the available area of 
the present site to the street lines on all sides. 
Specifications for the erection of the building 
must require the building to be ready for oc- 
cupancy within eighteen months after the ap- 
proval of the contract. For the erection of 
this building there is a provision for an a 
ropriation of $4,000,000, to be available 
mediately atfer the passage of the act. 


REPORT AS TO INVALID PENSIONS, 


Claims Granted and HKejected' During the 
Year Ended Sept. 1 Last. 


Wasuninetor, D. C., Oct, 10.—The Speaker 
laid before the House today a communication 
from Secretary Smith, replying to a House 
resolution requesting information as to the 
number of invalid pensions granted during 
the year ending Sept. 1, 1893, the number of 
claims rejected, and the number suspended.

ALONE IN HIS GLORY. 


PRESIDENT OLEVELAND DESERTED 
BY HIS PARTY. 


Lack of Sympethy with the Leaders the 
Cause of the Isolation=Disaffection as 
to Patronage Also Figures in the Gla- 
cial Feeling—Bitter Fights on Certain 
Nominations Also Re- 
sentful Over Inability to See the Exec- 
tiveeMugwumps Vexed.

of it. His isolation from his party is so 
marked that it is causing comment every- 
where. He no longer dominates the Demo- 
crats in Congress ashe did during his first 
administration. Some of the President's 
friends have been a long time finding it out, 
but they now agree that his position is pe- 
culiar, They say it is not the President's 
fault; that he has the good of his party at 
heart; and that he is not ready, as is charged, 
to sacrifice old and tried leaders to the fur- 
therance of his own ambition. Whether this 
is true or not it is clear that Mr. Cleveland’s 
influence is a diminishing factor with the ma- 
jority in both Houses of Congress. . 

The cause is the fact that he is not in sym- 
pathy with the leaders on the leading ques- 
tions. In the silver forces he has found a 
stone wall. Used to beating down all opposi- 
tion, for more than two months he has been 
facing an opposition as stubborn and deter- 
mined as his own character. It has been said 
that the President felt grieved because the 
Democratic silver Senators staid away from 
the White House, for most of them do stay 
away. It was further said that Mr. Cleveland 
fully understood the position of those who 
felt bound to differ with the silver policy, and 
that he was ready to discuss the situation with 
them in a calm spirit. Nevertheless’ most of 
them still staid away. 

Patronage Causes the Trouble. 

The feeling that has grown up is almost as 
intense as that shown when Andrew Johnson 
began to quarrel with Republican Senators. 
The root of it all is the patronage. During 
Mr, Cleveland's term, with the certainty of a 
renomination and the probability of reélec- 
tion, Democratic Senators were the humble 
suppliants of the President. Their party 
was hungry for office, and in order to satisfy 
that hunger they had to go tothe White House 
hat in hand. The a petite is pretty nearly as 
sharp now, but the Democratic Senators 
know that it could not be satisfied with ten 
times the number of offices at their disposal. 
They know also that four-fifths of the appoint- 
ments already have been made. Soin the future 
they have little to ask of the President. Such of 
them as have been won over to the cause of 
silver repeal through the liberal use of patron- 
age ha ve shown the basest ingratitude and are 
now in the front ranks of the compromisers. 
Un the other hand, those Democratic Senators 
who have been offended by the use of the 
patronage against them have grown in bitter- 


ness. a

When Senator Stewart was making his three 
days’ assaulton Mr. Cleveland nota voice 
was raised in protest.

I. CARNOT AT FONTAINEBLEAU, 


Busy Life of the President of France at the 
the Famous Chateau. 

Presideni Carnot, while at Fontainebleau, 
where he has been staying for some time, 
leads an exceedingly busy life. His daily du- 
ties in fact are almost as onerous as when he 
is in Paris. 

“Every morning,“ says a writer in Le 
Matin of Paris, except Tuesdays and Satur- 
days, M. Carnot gets up at Do'clock. He 
breaks the night’s fast with a cup of tea, 
Then the President, after taking a short walk 
in the park. goes to the little cabinet next to his 
cham ber, which has been arranged for him. He 
remains there until 11 o’clock. At that hour 
he receives the visit of Gen. Borius, who 
brings him the reports and dispatches which 
arrived in the course of the night. The secre- 
tary, M. Tranchan, then enters the room and 
calls the President's attention to the journals 
which he thinks he should read. At times in 
the morning the President gets a few minutes 
to devote to those friends whom he wishes to 
receive. It is generally in the park that these 
interviews take place, At noon a luncheon, a 
very simple juncheon is served. This meal 
lasts about halt an hour. After luncheon M. 
Carnot devotes a short time to his sons when 
they are presetit, and to Mme. Carnot. Then 
the receptions begin again. They last until 4 
o’¢lock, when the President enters his car- 
riage and takes a drive in the forest. 

He returns to the chateau about 7 o'clock | 
when dinner, as simple as the luncheon, is 
served. After dinner work begins again in 
Garnest. He retires to his cabinet, reads the 
evening papers rapidly, and examines all the 
documents received in the course of the day 
from the various Ministers. He signs them 
and they are collected by Gen. Borius on the 
following morning. workday of the 
President is a long one, lasting usually until 
11 o’clovk or midnight. He examines every- 
thing minutely and attentively and devotes 
much study to the reports whieh are sent to

He defined Christian c66pération as a co- 
operation among churches of different de- 
nominations whereby. the rights of each de- 
nomination and the needs of éach community 
in which a church was to be planted would be 
considered and respected. The question of 
what chureh a given loeality needed would be 
settled in advance by friendly conference in- 
stead of by cutthroat competition on 
the ground. Christian coopera- 
tion in church extension, he said, 
Wis nothing more or less than a proposition 
that Christian people should do their Christian 
work ina Christian way. The speaker, to 
show that this scheme of codperation was en- 
tirely practicable, related the experience of 
the inter-denominational conference which had 
been established in the State of Maine and 
which settles all questions in reference to the 
location of churches in different communities, 
deciding which denomination is best entitled 
to the field. The workings of the commission 
have been entirely satisfactory and he recom- 
mended that in every State a similiar com- 
mission should be organized. While believ- 
ing that denominations were necessary, and in 
some tespects led to salutary results, the 
speaker pointed out that.such differentiation 
was expensive and could only be afforded in 
large cities. Continuing he said:

At the close of President Hyde's address 
Morney.

NOTABLE LOT OF AUTOGRAPHS GOING. 


The Finest Private Collection to Be Sold 
at Auction, 


London Saturday Review: A very fine col- 
lection, perhaps the finest private collection 
of autographs, will shortly come under the 
auctioneer’s hammer, and we are doing œuvre 
d'art, we think, in advising the authorities of 
our museums and English amateurs in good 
time of the projected sale. The collection be- 
longs now to the heirs of the late 
Count Paar, former Austrian Embassador 
to the Holy See, and the 2,074 autographs of 
which it is formed are at present in the safe 
of an antiquary at Berlin.

EAST FREIGHT GAINS. 


STEADY GROWTH IN BOTH LOOAL 
AND THROUGH TRAFFIO. 


Business Not Equal to Last Year's, but De- 
cided Boom Expected with Repeal of 
Silver Law=—Enormous Increased Earn- 
ings of the Illinois Central Due to the 
World's Fair Passenger Traffic=Suadden 
Death of Treasurer Henry De Wolf in 
His Office—tieneral Railway Notes. 


East-bound freight shipments last week were 
rather encéuraging, showing a material in- 
crease both on through and local freight. The 
shipments are not yet quite up to what they 
were at this time last year, but in another 
week or two if the Senate acts on the repeal 
bill the railroads expect a boom as they have 
not had for some time past. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago through to sea- 
board points and for export by the various 
Central Traffic Association roads during the 
week ending last Thursday amounted to 27,- 
212 tons, against 23,758 tons for the week 
prévious, and 32,042 tons for the correspond- 
ing week last year. Flour shipments last week 
were 1,766 tons, against 2;430 tons; grain, 
15,790 tons, against 21,500 tons; provisions, 
9,656 tons, against 8,112 tons. The per- 
centages carried by the various roads were as 
follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 4.3; Big Four, 
6.5; Chicago and Erie, 12.8; Chicago and 
Grand Trunk, 9.7; Lake Shore, 20.3; Michi- 
gan Central, 9.2; Nickel Plate, 9.4; Pan 
Handle, 8.2; Fort Wayne, 12.8; Wabash, 7.8. 

The total shipments of all kinds of freight 
except live stock, coal, and iron, from Chi- 
cago to through and local points in the East 
by the various east-bound roads during the 
last week amounted to 55,662 tons, against 
51,750 tons for the week previous and 71,- 
770 tons for the corresponding week last year. 
The tonnage carried by the various roads was 
as follows: Michigan ‘Central, 5,069; Wa- 
bash, 3.101; Lake Shore, 10,313; Fort 
Wayne, 7,026; Pan Handle, 7,805 ; Baltimore 
and Ohio, 2,073; Chicago and Grand Trunk, 
8,666; Nickel Plate, 6,066; Chicago and 
Erie, 7,587; Big Four, 2,896. 

The total shipments by the various lake lines 
from Chicago to the East during the last 
week amounted to 127,786 tons, against 117,- 
274 for the week previous. 


EARNINGS OF ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 


Enormous Increase Over Last Year by 
World’s Fair Trafic. 

The gross receipts of the Illinois Central 
railroad company from traffic for the month 
of September, 1893, are estimated at 
$2,126,088, against $1,762,823 for the 
same month last year, an increase of $363,- 
265. This enormous increase is due entirely 
to heavy passenger business of the company, 
and especially the business between the city 
and the World’s Fair grounds. The October 
earnings of the company promise to be still 
larger. For the two months ending Aug. 31, 
1893 and 1892, the gross earnings, operat- 
ing expenses, and net earnings were as fol- 
lows:

LIVING LANTERNS IN OCEAN’S DEPTHS. 


How the Deep Sea Is Lighted by Its Finny 
Inhabitants. 

New York Press: Away down in the dark 
depths of the ocean there are living lanterns 
that are borne about to light up the darkness, 
A queer fish, called the midshipmite,” car- 
ries the bnghtest and most striking of all 
these sea torches. Along its back, under it, 
and at the base of its fins there are small disks 
that glow with a phosphorescent light like 
rows of shining buttons on the young middy’s 
uniform. In this way it gets its name mid. 
shipmite,”’ by which young sailors in the navy 
are often called. 

These disks are exactly like smail bull’s-eye 
lanterns, with regular lenses and reflectors, 
The lenses gather the raysand the reflectors 
throw them out again. There isa layer of 
phosphorescent cells between the two, and the 
entire effeet is as perfect as if made by some 
skillful optician. 

The fish is so constructed that when it is 
frightened by some devouring sea monster it 
can close its lenses and hide itself in the dark 
ness. Itcanturn ite lantern off and on at 
will, and then it is always filled and ready 
when wanted. 

Another marine animal has a luminous bulb 
that hangs from ite chin and thus throws the 
light before it to warn it of the approach of 
enemies. Still another upholds a big light 
from the extremity of the dorsal fin. Others 
again have constant supplies of a luminous 
oil that runs down their sides from the fins 
making a bright and constant light all 
around,

There are a number of very promising proper- 
ties on the Mesaba that are not included in 
either combination, but they may be expected 
to come in soon or they will quietly take 
their cue from the big companies and not 
make themselves troublesome. 

The very absorbing question in the iron ore 
world just now concerns the probable gen | 
of thenew consolidation. It has been sai 
that it does not contemplate cutting prices 
but those here who remember Standard Oil 
methods do not feel much reassured by any 
such statement. Ifcut rates were anticipated 
the consolidation could hardly be expected 
to announce it at the outset and forewarn all 
competitors. That would not be business. Sec- 
retary Merriam of the Minnesota Iron company 
is quoted as saying that they expect a bitter 
fight with the new combination, as several of 
the Minnesota mines produce the same grades 
of ore as will be put on the market by the 
consolidation. Mr. H. H. Porter, a director 
of the same company, says the consolidated 
company is a scheme the Standard Oil people 
have been working at ever since the discovery 
of the Mesaba, and he is unwilling to predict 
the effect of the move upon the ore trade. 

The real importance of the consolidation 
lies in the fact that jt is the entrance of Stand- 
ard Oil money and presumably of Standard 
Oil methods into the iron ore business at a 
critical juncture. The new company will con- 
trol at the outset facilities for bringing down 
the lakes over 600,000 tons of ore a season, in 
the most economical fleet on the lakes. Unless 
ull statements from the Mesaba are very gross- 
ly exaggerated, it owns mines capable of 
turning out ore more cheaply than has been 
done at any but two or three large mines, and 
possibly more cheaply than can now be done 
elsewhere in the entire Lake Superior region. 
These are potent and suggestive factors and if 
experience bears out what seems to be true 
now about the cost of production on the 
Mesaba, — 2 not es — ore 
warjwaged of surprising magn e duri 
the next few years.

FEDERAL ELECTION LAWS REPEAL BILL 
PASSED. 

The House passed yesterday by a vote of 
200 to 101 the bill to repeal all the Federal 
election laws. An amendment to except the 
five sections providing for free registry and 
vote of citizens irrespective of color or pre- 
vious condition and for the punishment of 
those who prevent, hinder, or delay registra- 
tion and votmg and giving United States 
Judges jurisdiction in such cases was yoted 
down. Soalso was one providing for the 
punishment by United States courts of crimes 
against the ballot in Congressional and Ter- 
ritorial Delegate elections. The Democrats 
were determined that not one vestige of twen- 
ty-year-old laws, which have interfered with 
Tammany frauds, and which have testified to 
the right of the National Government to su- 
pervise its own elections, should remain on 
the statute books. : 

The bill now gées to the Senate. It remains 
to be seen what welcome will be given it by 
the Southern free ailver Senators and whether 
they will not insist that it be taken up at 
once and the silver repeal bill laid aside till 
this free fraud measure hag been disposed of. 


The bill will be referred to a committee, of 


course, but it is not likely that it will remain 
there many days. 

Two excellent speeches were made on the 
Republican side during the closing day of the 
debate on the bill, They were those of Mr. 
Dolliver of Iowa and Mr, Akirich of this city. 
The former hit the nail an the head when he 
told the House that 


The South is not the sale nor the controlling fac- 
tor in the present agitation against the election 


laws. The agitation comes mginly from the con- 


gested centers of population, where the arts of 
ward politics have been,in a measure, circum- 
vented by the national inspection of the registry 
and the national observagion ef the count. The 
City of New York is here asking for the repeal! of 
the only law that stands between the citizen and 
the undisturbed activity of the politieal régime 
which literally owns the metropolis. What are 
the political influences which propose to super- 
sede the United States at natianal elections in 
the City of New York? It is a secret political 
corporation which lives by tithes exacted from 
the viees, the misfortunes, the contracts, the in- 
vestments, and the ambitions of our greatest 
American city. 

The Federal election laws apply to Southern 
as well as to Northern cities, but the South 
has nullified all election laws and all cofetitu- 
tional provisions on the subject of the suffrage 
for about twenty years. Southerners insist on 
the repeal of thosé Jaws, not because they are 
effective, but because they are an assertion of 
national supremacy. As they cannet claim 
that unenforced laws injure them they have 
to insist that these laws are unconstitutional, 
a claim which their Northern allies do not 
dream of making. 

The Northern Democrats, while admitting 
that the election laws are constitutional, vote 
for their repeal because Taujmany demands 
it, and Tammany does so because those laws 
have been measurably effective in New York 
City, where they have prevented colossal 
frauds on many occasions, It is for the inter- 
est of Tammany and the Democratic machine 
managers in all the large cities of the eountry 


-that eleetion cheating should be unhampered. 


Mr. Aldrich in his remarks, which were 
largely in reply to the silly statements of Gen.

FACTS SUPPRESSED BY THE SILVER-BUG 


SENATORS. 

During all this two months of discussion 
in the Senate of the United States on the sil- 
ver question the anti-repeal Senators have 
talked and talked. They have emptied their 
alleged minds into the pages of the Congres- 
sional Record and terribly wearied the. pub- 
lie with oft-repeated platitudes and reckless 
assertions that utterly lack proof, But not a 
single one of the number has said a word in 
defense or palliation of the tremendous wrong 
they propose to inflict on millions of people 
by throwing over the gold standard, which 
has been the only one in the United States for 
fully a century, and thus causing a slump to 
the silver standard of currency values. They 
have refrained carefully from uttering a word 
on this subject. They have made no allusion 
to the fact that the change for which they are 
fighting would cut off at one stroke 42 cents 
from each of the two billiens ef dollars on 
deposit in the savings banks, practically all 
of which has been placed there by poor peo- 
ple, by the more ecoaowical of the toiling 
masses, asa provision against sickness, old 
age, or other cause of enforced idleuess on 
their part. The fact that the savings of the 
industrial classes would be thus reduced at 
one fell swoop by about 840 miilion dollars 
has been carefully avoided by these Senatorial 
spouters who have blabbed and blathered for 
the last two months in the hope of preventing 
action which would checkmate their moves in 
favor of silver monometallism of 58-cent dol- 
lars for the people of this country. 

With equal atolidity they have abstained 
from all allusion to the fact that the slump to 
the silver standard would reduce the two 
billion dollars of deposits in national and 
State banks, other than savings institutions, 
by over 40 per cent, this money having been 
deposited in large part by merghants and 
manufacturers and shopkeepers in the cities 
and farmers and small storekeepers in the 

ps these Senatorial advocates of 


thought of it or not they are fighting to rob 
the classes named of an amount of value on 
their deposits which loss would be fully equal 


to the whole amount of money reported by 


government officials to be in circulation in 
the country. And all this in order that some 
cotton planters in the South and grain farm- 
ers in the Southwest may have cheap dollars 
with which to pay their farm hands and other 
workers and with which dishonest debtors 
may pay off about half of what they owe 
while holding on to the whole of the property 
whichthey purchased under agreement to pay 
full worth dollars. 

There has not been one word uttered in de- 


fense of this proposed enormous wrong nor 


anything specially in opposition to it by either 
side in the long, wearisome debate.“ The 
silver-bug Senators have avoided it as 
studiously as his Satanic majesty would steer 
clear of holy water, while the friends of re- 
peal have done very little talking while they 
waited and hoped for the shallow river of 
babble to run itself out. Because of their 
verbal abstinence this stupendous wrong has 
not been mentioned, though it should form a 
cardinal fact in the consideration of the ques- 
tion at issue, and all for the reason that the 
Senate has lucked a closure rule. If it had 
been equipped with that means of relief from 
browbeating by a factious minority the dis- 
cussion would have been a sharp one upon all 
the essential points involved. The issue of 
immense loss to the toilers would have been 
properly dealt with. The friends of repeal 
would have brought out these facts and either 
forced the other side to confess its position or 


avoid it in such a way that no doubt would re- 


main in regard to its guilty knowledge of the 
situation. Then the matter would go on the 
record so plainly that no one need misunder- 
stand it. Inasmuch as it is in the power of a 
majority in the Senate to institute a closure 
rule that majority must be held responsible 
for the long delay during which the business 
interests of the country have been in grave 
jeopardy,

THE FARCICAL NIGHT SESSIONS OF THE 
SENATE. 

The Senate under the leadership of Mr, 
Voorhees is to begin holding a continuous 
session "' today for the purpose of testing the 
comparative physical endurance of the repeal 
Senators and of the free silverites. The ques- 
tion whether a bill, on the passage of which 
three-fourths of the peaple of the United 
States are insisting, shall be put to a vote, is 
not to be decided by the majority of the Sen- 
ate but is to be left to depend on the bodily 
ability of a majority of Senators to sit up 
more nights than the minority of Senators. 
This is certainly a curious way to legislate, 
quite undreamed gf by the framers of the 
Constitution, 

Were this animal contest of endurance one 
between healthy, able-bodied young men 
there might be something amusing about it, as 
it would resemble the efforts of professional 
fasters. it is pitiful to see the venerable 
members of the Senate engaged in that sort 
of business. Most of them are over 60, sev- 
eral 70, and some of them are verging on 80 
and 90, It is about as much as they can do 
to hobble up the Senate steps with the aid of 
a valet for day work. Frequently they are 
unable to attend for more than two or three 
days in a week and spend the rest of the time 
in senile recuperation, These old gentlemen 
who talk of night sessions might just about 
as appropriately dream of getting up à foot- 
ball match, or of orgunizing a baseball club 
and challenging the Senate pages to a game. 

And yet these relics of a former generation 
whe are ready to embark in this silly scheme 
of a coptinual session, which ia making them 
the laughing-steck of the country, have so 
high an opinion of the ** dignity and courtesy 
of “the Senate” that they refuse 10 
support a closure rule ‘or a closure 
resolution applicable to this particu- 
lar bill which is under consideration now. 
They see nothing wrong in forcing a vote by 
animal exhaustion, but it seems intelerable to 
them that the majority should fix by resolu- 
tion, in a lawful, opderly way, the day and 
hour for taking a vote on a bill. 

These senile Senators have allowed them- 
selves to be governed se long by vicious rules 
that they have comé to think those rules and 
the precedents of the Senate” are more sa- 
cred than the Constitution itself, which they 
groagly violate, 

The Senate was organized fer purposes 
of legislation. ‘The Senators have made up 
their minds that rules which prevent legisla- 
tion ean no more be changed than can the 
la ws of the Medes and Persians. Such men 
are irreclaimable. Nothing can be done with 
them but to cast them out of the Senate and 
replace them with men who will obey the 
Constitution rather than self-impesed fool 
rules. The people should set down the names 
of these hide- bound Bourbons, and, as soon as 
the term of office of any expires, he should 
be given his eternal leave from that body. 
Like the barren fig tree he merely cumbers 
the ground. 


THE TRIUMPHANT VIGILANT. 

In the races for the America’s cup the 
American yacht Vigilant thus far hag justified 
the expeetations of its builders and American 
yachtsmen. The race last Thursday was no 
race, neither the Vigilant nor the Valkyrie 
finishing within the time limit, It was a mere 
drifting mateh, proving nothing. In the race 
Saturday, the first of the series, there was a 
nine er ten knot breeze, and in this compara- 
tively light wind the Vigilant came home first, 
winning by 5 minutes and 48 seconds, 
corrected time, while by actual ‘time 
the Valkyrie was 7 minutes and 386 
seconds behind. This race vas sailed 
on its merits, though it was all running and 
reaching instead of sailmg to windward. 
How admirably both yaehts were sailed, how. 
ever, is shown in the remark of Capt. Hansen, 
skipper of the Vigilant; Prom the time we 
passed the Valkyrie she never got within a 
length of us at any time, and before that we 
were never a length from her.“ 

The second race was sailed Monday in Val- 
kyrie weather, and the Englishman was beat- 
en at every point, In the run from the first 
to the second mark the wind was blowing 
eighteen or twenty miles an hour, and the 
Valkyrie was outfooted and Sutsailed. In the 
last half of the race it was half a gale, just the 
wind the Valkyrie wanted, but when the Vigi- 
lant jibed round the second mark the Valky- 
rie was hull down nearly three miles astern, 
though the Vigilant did not carry an inch 
more*of canvas at any time in the contest. 
Lord Dunraven, the owner of. the Valkyrie, 
like a true sportsman, frankly says: As a 
result of the race I am satisfied that the Vigi- 
lant is the faster boat at the weight of wind 
which prevailed.“ And again, I honestly 
believe that the Vigilant would have beaten 


me under the most favorable conditions for a 


good race.“ The only complaint he makes is 
of the wash of the excursion steamers which 
erewded so closely upon the two flyers, His 
complaint is a natural ene enough, but its 
force is lessened by the fact that they were 


nearer still to the Vigilant, aud that the latter 


must have felt the retarding influence of their 
— quite as much if not more than the Val. 
yrie. | 

There remains one more race before it may 


be desided definitely whether the America's 
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hoped the Vigilant will make it string of 
three and thus end the contest. If it should 


fail to win today, however, it still will have 


two more chances. The probabilities, how- 
ever, are in its favor, It bas won one race in 
a light breeze and one in a comparatively 
stiff breeze. Should it blow a gale that would 
make the two yachts house topmasts the indi- 
cations from Monday’s work are that the Vigi- 
lant will beat the Valkyrie still more de- 


cisively. It does not appear now that Lord. 


Dunraven will take the cup back with him. 
To do it he must win three straight races, 
which he is not likely to do, Make it three 
straight yourself, Skipper Hansen. : 


MISTAKES OF BLACKBURN. 

Senator Blackburn says that an interna- 
„tional standard of value is a myth, There 
„never has been, never will be, and never 
„needed to be an international standard of 
value.“ 

Just what Senator Blackburn means is un- 
certain, He may wish to state the fact that 
there is no one monetary unit which is made 
the basis of the coinage of different countries, 
or that there is no international coin a cer- 
tain number of which will make up an eagle. 
a Napoleon, or a sovereign. If he means to 
be understood as saying that the great com- 
mercial nations of the world have no common 
standard of values for foreign commodities 
and foreign currencies then he knows that he 
is endeavoring to cohvey a false impression. 

He knows that there is such a standard, and 
that itis gold, He knows that merchants liv- 
ing in countries which have not the gold 
standard for domestic use have to convert 
their local currency into gold before they can 
have dealings with foreign merchants, He 
‘knows that during the depreciated greenback 
period when a New York merchant wanted to 
buy European goods he had to take enough 
greenbacks to the broker to buy the gold in 
which he had to pay for them. A gold price 
was fixed on them, and he had to pay on that 
basis. and those sales fixed their value through- 
out the United States. When the Mexican or 
South American merchant buys goods abroad 
he pays in gold, exchange, or goin, which he 
buya of the broker with his silver coins which 
only bring their bullion value in gold. When the 
Brazilian buys flour from the United States 
he either has to pay for it in coffee or rubber 
on a gold valuation, or he haa to take a pile 
of his milreis to the broker and get gold or 
gold exchange with them. All his dealings 
with this country or Europe are on the gold 
basis, and the Brazilian milreis have in all 


| the vast country no greater value than what 


the banker gives for them in gold, Is it pos- 
sible that Blackburn is too ignorant to know 
this fact? 

if the United States were to drop to the sil- 
ver standard of 871K -Cgraim dollars as Sen- 
ator Blackburn longs for it could not thereby 
escape the operation of international mone- 
tary laws of trade. When the American im. 
porter had to pay for European goods he 
would have to take his free silver dollars, 
worth nominally 100 cents and actually less 
than 60, ta the broker or banker, and there 
buy with them the gold he needed. If he had 
to pay a gold bill of $580 he would send an 
express wagon with 1,000 silver dollars to the 
broker and purchase with that money the gold 
dollars required. The foreigner would not 
take the silver dollars at American par for 
his goods, because measured in gold they 
are worth but 58 cents apiece, He would 
not care what the American law said they 
were worth, but would measure their value by 
the amount of gold they would sell for; and 
that price would determine their value in the 
United States, 

The vglue of everything, whether natural or 
artificial products, of Mexican dollars or Rus- 
sian rubles and Indian rupees, is measured by 
the civilized commerelal nations of the earth 
with grains 6f gold, and no one nation is strong 
enough to-overthrow the world’s measure 
of values and substitute another for it. Wipe 
out gold fram the face of the earth and then 
another standard would have to be adopted, 
and men who think in grains or ‘ounces of 
gold now would have to fall back on another 
metal. In view of these facts what moral 
right has Senator Blackburn te get up in the 
Senate chamber and utter such ridiculous 
nonsense and obvious falsehoods as he has 
done? 


HOW IT WILL WORK OUT. 

It is alleged that the continuous session 
will accomplish nothing, but there are no in- 
timations that after it haa failed a closure 
resolution will be pressed. If the Senate 
chooses to declare emphatically on this oc- 
casion that a minority candefeat the passage 
of a bill if it so desires, then it might as well 
be understood that future minorities, made 
up of men more honest in their convictions 
than the free silverites, and fighting for 
honester causes, will use their rights to 
defeat bills which they think are injurious to 
the interests of the country. Ifa bill is sent 
up from the House to remove the tax from 
State bank notes and there is a majority of 
the Senate in its favor, then the minority, 
knowing that bill to be a dangerous one, will 
use the rights the rules give and debate that 
bill to death. Of course a strong minority 
will oppose the bill to repeul the Federal elec- 
tion laws and make fraudulent voting at Fed- 
eral elections safe and easy. ‘The opposition 
will be so strenuous that under the rules as 
they are being interpreted now those election 


laws will remain on the statute books. If | 


any radical tariff changes are proposed they 
will be resisted successfully, 

The Democrats will be unable to put 
through any of their measures unless they 
have been successful in election after election 
for a number of years and the Republicans 
have dwindled to a mere handful, But sup- 
pose they don’t dwindle away? Is this a 
gratifying prospect for the party now in 
power? But it it is wrong to use closure to 
force a vote on the silver repeal bill it must 
be equally wrong to use it to force a vote on 
any measure, partisan or non-partisan, which 
the majority desires to pass.

XERXE® ARMY AND THE CHICAGO DAY 
A 


In making comparative estimates of great 
crowds in the world’s history assembled upon 
a given occasion it was stated in yesterday’s 
issue of Tun Tammo that the army with which 
Xerxes invaded Greece, 2,378 years ago, num- 
bered 5,000,000, This has been the popular 
estimate for a long time, but there is no ques- 
tion that the total of that great army has been 
exaggerated grossly. Indeed, according to 
Herodotus, when Xerxes reviewed the army 
at Doriscus after crossing the Hellespont, it 
amounted to 1,700,000 foot and 80,000 
horse, and beside these upon his fleet, which 
was destroyed by storm and by the battles at 
Artemisium and Salamis, was an additional 
force which carried the total to 2,317,000. 
There is every reason to believe that Herod- 
otus’ estimate also was enormously exag- 
gerated and that Xerxes’ army did not reach 
half and perhaps not a third of his figures, 

It is to be taken into aecount that the an- 
cients were not only somewhat ignorant of 
numbers, but indifferent to them, especially 
in army bulletins, The same is characteristic 
of moderns, for in our own times more than 
once in great battles the victorious army has 
boasted of whipping one twice its own size 
and the vanquished army has ‘aceounted for 
its defeat by gross overestimation of the num- 
bers of its opponents. It is only necessary, 
for instance, to consult the Northern and 
Southern narratives of the great battles of the 
War of the Rebéllion to ascertain the wide 
variance there is in the respective estimates 
ofarmies. Again. the ancients had rude and 
clumsy methods of writing figures, by which 
the possibilities of error in transmission were 
increased greatly. The colossal difficulties of 
the com missariat also must be taken into ac 
count. Whether Xerxes’ army numbered 
5,000,000, according ta the popular supposi- 
tion, or 2,317,000, according to Herodotus, 
ithad totake its supplies with it from the 
time it left the Hellespont. It could not live 
upon the country, which was settled sparsely 
and was only part agricultural, the remainder 
being occupied by semi-nomadic tribes, It 
had only packharses and rude wooden carts 
dran by oxen te carry its enormous sup- 
plies. Such an army, if it amounted to either 
of the above estimates, would have eaten it- 
self up in a few days, We know the difficulty 
even now, with all our improved methods, of 
moving a large army and keeping it supplied, 
but the difficulty then was infinitely greater, 
The sparsely settled country of Asia Minor, 
whence Xerxes drew his supplies, could not 
have furnished subsistence for an army of 
5,000,000 er 2,000000 during the long 
Grecian campaign. 

Even after Xerxes had added to his own 
force the barbarous tribes and semi-civilized 
contingent from the countries through which 
he passed it is doubtful whether he had a mill- 
ion in his army. Even after Rome had be- 
come mistress of the world, or that part of it 
known as the Roman world, and had pacified 
it and given its population the natural chances 
to increase, it never had over fifty or sixty 
millions in its entire domain, and its military 
force was such as to indicate a smaller popu- 
lation than has been claimed for it. When 
Xerxes’ army finally was routed it was but 
natural that the Greeks should have magnified 
tremendousiy the numbers of the Persian 
host in order to enhance the glory of their 
triumph. It is algo to be remembered that 
the tough old Romans discovered behind all 
the Greek elegance a disposition to boast and 
exaggerate and that they did not hesitate to 
characterize them as mendacious. 

Putting this and that together and making 
allowances not only for current exaggeration 
at the time, but for the opportunities of over- 
statement during the centuries through which 
the story of Xerxes’ army has traveled, it is 
doubtful whether his force was any larger 
than the vast multitude which assembled in 
Jackson Park Chicago day, or that it would 
have been found to be as large if every man 
had had to go through a turnstile and deposit 
his ticket and the tickets had been counted, 
But let us not boast too much. Should Chi- 
eago day figure as many hundred years dis- 
tant in future history as Xerxes’ army does in 
past history it is likely that about the year 
4266 the numbers in Jackson Park Oct. 9, 
18098, will reach 7,136,460 instead of 718, 
646. Such is human nature. 


Tues are two sets of figures that always 
will be associated with Oct. 9, 1893, in the 
record of the Fair.

Chicago day clinched the success of 
the Fair. From now on it will be clear sail- 
ing and they still are coming by hundreds of 
thousands.

TOO MANY POSTOFFIOES OAUSE ALL 
THE TROUBLE. 
— $e 

Fifty-six Places in Chieago Where Uncle 
Sam Transacts Basiness for Corre- 
spondents= Postmaster Hubbard Ex- 
plains How Endless Confusion Results 
from a Surplus of Offices=Suburbanites 
Suffer Most Through No Fault of the 
Postal Authorities. 

Besides the old black pile on Dearborn and 
Adams atreets there are fifty-six postoffices 
within the corporate limits of Chicago, 

Think of that, will-you? No other city in 
the world has half as many. And Chicago 
would be much better off with less than half 
the number. They form one of the numer- 
ous features of the city’s 8 but not 
the kind of a feature that the inhabitants 
want to brag about. 5 mail depots 
may sound big when talk to your country 
cousins of the wonders of Chicago, but no- 
body ever thinks of pointing to them with 
pride. 

That is because they occasion so much 
trouble and annoyance over the letter that 
was written and sent but never reached 
ite destination, because hundreds of 
householders don’t receive their mail 
matter where Uncle Sam's boys 
in gray down at the old black pile think 
they ought.
